Before 
daybreak the command had reached 
the head of the valley. 


San Mateo -was attacked at 8 o'clock 


and a three hours' fight ensued. This 
resulted in but few casualties ou the 
American side, apart from the death 
Of General Lawton, but the,attack 
was difficult because of the natural 
defenses of tho town. 


General Lawton was walking along 


the firing lino within 300 yards of n 
small sharpshooters' trench, conspic- 
uous In the big white helmet he -al- 
ways wore and a light yellow rain 
coat. He was also easily distin- 
guishable because of his commanding 
stature. 


LAUGHED AT THE WARNING. 
The sharpshooters directed several 


close shots, which clipped the grass 
nearby. His staff officers called Gen- 
eral Lawton's attention to the danger 
he was in, but he only laughed with 
lis usual contempt for bullets. Sud- 
denly he exclaimed: "I am shot," 
clinched his hands in a desperate ef- 
fort to stand erect, and fell into the 
arms of a staff officer.
